HONG KONG RESISTS NIPPON HORDE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20—The 
far-reaching draft expansion bill, 
which is expected to be followed 
by a rapid increase in the size of 
the Army—perhaps to 4,000,000 
or more *men—was sent to the 
White House for President Roose­ 
velt's approval today. 
Congressional action w as com­ 
pleted late yesterday when Senate- 
House conferees compromised the 
battle over military age limita. 
The measure subjects all males 
from 18 through 64 to registration 
and all from 20 to 44 inclusive, to 
military service. 
A new expansion of the Navy 
also loomed as Sen. Walsh (D) 
Mass, chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, planned 
speedy action on a bill increasing 
the authorized strength of th* 
Navy from 300.000 to 500 000 and* 
the Marine Corps to 104.000 men. 
The United States government 
thus was armed with vast legisla­ 
tive 
authority to mobilize 
the 
man-power of the nation in the 
war effort. 
"I expect signing of the bill to 
be followed by an orderly, large 
expansion of the Army,” said Sen. 
Reynolds (D) N. C., chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Com­ 
mittee. 
3,000,000 Financed 
The Army now’ has funds to pro­ 
vide critical equipment for more 
titan 3,000,000 men. The Draft

"Prim ary” 
mills- w here steel is made — will 
w’ork; finishing plants generally 
will not. 
It will mean time and a half 
pay for thousands of steelwork­ 
ers. even to some w ho under CTO 
contracts are not entitled to extra 
pay. 
But it will also mean ti ey 
will forego the holiday of rest and 
joyful celebration. 
Major 
producers — Including 
Carnegie - Illinois, 
Bethlehem, 
Jones 
Sc 
Laughlin, 
National, 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube. Otis, 
and Republic Steel Corporations— 
joined in the "Work Christmas” 
move. 
Some steel plants had 
w’orked on July Fourth this year 
for the same reason - defense pro­ 
duction. 
All had been idle the 
other "traditional” holiday—Labor 
Day. 
President J L. Perry of Car- 
negie-Ulinois, 
speaking 
for his 
concern, summed up the indus­ 
try’s position on the matter, say­ 
ing: 
"War emergency creates a con­ 
tinuing demand for steel in ever 
Increasing amounts. 
It 
is no 
longer a question of how’ much 
steel can be provided to industry, 
but how quickly. 
Delay in the 
production of steel means delay in 
the production of material vital 
to national welfare.” 
Steel workers may miss Christ­ 
mas dinner and the 
thrill of

But it will have a new meaning.

itll those, they could 


dominate the earth. 
And what would they do with tile rest 
of us then? 
They would use us as slaves 
for the heavy work of agriculture, mining, 
smelting, and so on. And those whom they 
didn’t need. or who were in their way, 
they would kill off. 
So they would have 
complete possession 
of 
the 
earth 
and 
plenty of free labor. 
Is this an 
exaggeration? 
We 
might 
have thought so as lately as a year or two 
ago. 
But every step taken by the Nazis 
and their criminal associates in these pres­ 
ent wars has shown their determination to 
master the earth and exploit its resources 
and inhabitants for the purposes mention­ 
ed. 
Fortunately there are still enough free­ 
men left in the world, with enough control 
of these same resources, and aware of 
what is going on, to thwart them in their 
bold purpose. 
But it is a hard fight, and 
it may get harder before it is over. 
There remains another question. W hen 
we have won, what shall we do with these 
same resources by which we have preserv­ 
ed our freedom? 
We. the free nations, 
will share them with others on fair terms. 
But we shall probably keep the control 
more firmly in our own hands for a long 
time. 
We cannot take such chances again.

It is important to note, and m ay be in - 1 


dicative of real public opinion inside G er­ 


many, that recent envoys to the United I 
States, and even part of the German Em ­ 
bassy today, have not been particularly 
sym pathetic with Hitler. 
The blue-blooded Count von Pritwitz, j 
Am bassador 
during H oover’s day, was 
ousted by Hitler and now lives in seclusion 
in Berlin. 
B ans 
Luther, 
who follow ed 
him, was m ade Ambassador in W ashington 
because H itler wanted to get him out of 
the Keichsbank. 
Luther had been chan­ 
cellor and finance minister in the days of 
tile Republic and Hitler sent bim to rela­ 
tive exile in the U.S.A. 
Luther 
was 
followed 
by 
Dr. 
B ans 
D ieckhoff, a 
very able diplomat, who, 
when recalled in 1937, spent nine months 
trying to see Hitler to warn him the United 
States would not remain neutral if G er­ 
m any went to w ar in Europe. 
However, 
Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop stood in 
Hie way of this warning until 1938, bv 
which time the die was cast. 
Today, the man who runs the German 
Embassy, B ans Thomsen, Minister and 
Charge d ’Affaires, is probably closer to 
Hitler than any of his im m ediate predeces­ 
sors. 
Yet Thom sen is a queer combination. 
His wife bates Hitler. 
His father is a Nor­ 
wegian. 
And Thomsen him self was edu­ 
cated in Italy, England and France. 
Thomsen got to know H itler when der 
Fuehrer first assumed Hie role of dictator 
in 1933. 
Hitler did not know diplomatic 
procedure, and Thomsen, serving as his in­ 
terpreter and liaison officer with the For­ 
eign O ffice, saved him from m any an 
error. 
They were close for three years. 
Later Hitler sent for Thomsen to come all 
the way from W ashington to serve as his 
interpreter on his first trip to Rome, and 
! bought him a new uniform for the occa­ 
sion.

one fad is stressed too hard, it 
pushes the other valuable meth­ 
ods of hygiene out of the window. 
A good illustration is the relation 
of food fads to dental decay. 
The prevention of dental decay 
is an important matter and sev. 
era! theories vie with each other. 
Tlie old theory wa? very simple— 
that dental decay was due to the 
invasion of germs into the tooth 
enamel. The answer was simple 
too. Ai) you had to do was brush 
the teeth carefully with an anti­ 
leptic dentifrice and kill off the 
germs. But the question remained, 
what weakness in the tooth was 
it that allowed the germs to enter 
and begin to operate? 


Question of Nutrition 


Tins question raised the theory 
that tooth decay was largely a 
question of nutrition of the body. 
including the teeth, and that all 
oecay could be prevented by a diet 
which was adequate in calcium 
and Vitamin D. 
“As a matter of fact." says Dr. 
Thurman B. Rice. Chief of the 
Bureau of Health of 
Indiana. 
“good nutrition is of importance in 
developing good, strong teeth, but 
it is not true that defective nu­ 
trition is the cause of caries. 
“We have emphasized the great 
importance of large amounts of 
calcium and lime in the diet. The 
fact of the matter is that there is 
auth a large supply of calcium in 
the bones of every person that it 
is nearly impossible for him to 
starve his teeth in that regard 
inasmuch as the teeth will requi­ 
sition 
from 
the 
bones 
such 
amounts of calcium av they need.” 
Recent research has shown that 


diet has something to do with 
dental decay in another connec­ 
tion. The germ known technically 
as lactobacillus acidophilus grows 
in the mouth and produce.' a rather 
high degree of acidity. It grows 
in little plaques on the surface of 
the teeth. These plaques are hard 
to brush away because they stick 
very tight and are most likely to 
be in those places where a tooth­ 
brush cannot reach. They develop 
so much acidity as to be actually 
able to etch the enamel and finally 
cause a cavity. 
There is no doubt apparently 
that the eating of much sugar 
encourages the growth of these 
germs and in that way indirectly 
causes dental caries. This too, is 
going back to a very old theory 
that too much candy causes decay 
of the teeth. 
In order to be safe in the pre­ 
vention of dental decay, it is best 
to watch all fronts, to learn how 
to brush th# teeth and keep the 
mouth clean, build up the nutri­ 
tion with plenty of Vitamin D and 
calcium and to visit your dentin 
and sec that the little plaques in 
which the lactobacillus aeidoph;* 
lus takes root are removed at least 
twice a year. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. K .:—“I have heard 
that 
somebody found a tablet that was 
good for stomach ulcer. Could you 
tell me the name of the tablet?" 
Answer: There are many tab­ 
lets good for stomach ulcer— such 
as bicarbonate of mkJ# tablets, and 
aluminum hydroxide, or creamalifi 
tablets—-but taking tablets alone 
is not the bes*, way of treating 
stomach ulcer. 
You should con­ 
sult s doctor and plan to take some 
tim# off with rest, diet, aspiration 
of stomach contents at night, as 
well as neutralization by med - 
cine.
